“The feeling in London is very favorable 
regarding it. The general impression has 
been created in this country that under the 
new deal most of the stock is owned by En- 
glish capitalists. This is not the case. Only 
a fraction of the securities are owned in 
England. The rest is owned principally by 
Chicago and Boston capitalists. The company 
is really an American company controlled in 
America. It has $10,000,000 of bonds and 
some $13,000,000 of stock, one-half preferred 
and one-half common. Possibly òne- third of 
the capital is English: The stock is on the 
point of being listed on the London Exchange, 
and eventually much more of it will be bought 
in England.“ 

As to the Vanderbilt interest in the Union 
Stock-Yards and Mr. Depew’s share in bring- 
ing about the recent deal, Mr. Henrotin would 
not speak at length. There is no doubt from 
what he did say, however, that Mr. Depew had 
a leading hand in the scheme. In fact, Mr. 
Henrotin admitted that both the Vanderbilt 
and Astor interests were largely represented 
in the company. 

_“ Capitalists generally in Chicago will be in- 
terested, Mr. Henrotin, to know whether you 
have made arrangements for any foreign 
money to relieve the situation, was next 
addressed to him. 

We Have Capital Enough at Present. 

„Well,“ said he, musingly, “I think Chi- 
cago has capital enough at present for its 
business. These foreign corporations are not 
in any way inimical to the banking interests. 
But of course any city is benefited by concen- 
tration of new capital. These international 
corporations have benefited the banks more 
than they have come into competition with 
them. On the other hand the City of Chicago 
and its business are growing much faster 
than the banking interests.“ 

“How about the London and Chicag 
Debenture and Investment 
scheme? Is it near consummation?” 

“The organization is not yet completed. I 
think it will be some time in October when 
the English capitalists, most of whom are now 
away at their shooting-boxes in Scotland or 
elsewhere, return to that city.“ 

“* What will be the amount of capital?“ 

„Probably about two million pounds ster- 
ling, 50 per cent. paid in. The stock will be 
owned about half in London and half in Chi- 


cago. This is all I feel at liberty to say for 


publication just now regarding the scheme.“ 

Do you know of any other large Chicago 

corporations to be formed soon? ”’ 
Another Big Corporation. 

“ Yes, I know of one with a limited capital of 
$10,000.000, half the money being already sub- 
scribed in London. This will be a contract 
corporation. Only part of the remaining 
capital will be paid in at present. The object 
of this corporation will be to make conver- 

ons and promote new industria) and manu- 
f. ing enterprises. It proposes in no sense 
to do any banking. No, I am not at liberty to 
give you the names of the promoters, nor a 
hint as to the corporation’s title.“ 

Mr. Henrotin also says that within the next 
twelve months there would probably be sev- 
eral large conversions in this country, of which 
the details were now under discussion, and of 
which he could give no details at present. 
Many millions would be involved, however, 
and the money ready in England for invest- 
ment in such schemes on a sound and con- 
servative basis was, he declared, practically 
illimitable. 

TEN MILLION DOLLARS IN IT. 
An International Corporation Organized 
for Handling Securities. 

The handling of Western securities in the 
money centers of the East, Boston, New York, 
and Philadelphia has increased to such propor- 
tions as to attract the attention of capitalists 
on both sides of the Atlantic. Some three 
months ago a representative of a great 
English banking institution appeared in 
Chicago and laid before the local bankers and 
capitalists the outlines of a project, contem- 
plating the purchase, underwriting, and resale 
of Western securities on a large 
scale.

The pipes have been dropped along the 
surveyed road from Deep River to a point 
one mile east of Ainsworth ami two miles 
west of Hobart. Just in between these two 
places lies the farm of Henry Chester, who 
made strong objections to having anything in 
the shane of a survey made over his land.

the right of way, approached Mr. Chester and 


offered him 20 cents a rod for the ground. 

“Not much,“ said Mr. Chester, I want $1,

Then: Mr. Dunn said that he could not con- 
sider such a price, and the services of Mr. 
Charles E. Hequembourgh were called in. 
Mr. Hequembourgh told Mr. Chester that his 
land was worth but 20 cents a rod, but in 
order to avoid a row he would give him 60 
cents. Mr. Chester said All right.“ The 
pipe-line crossed the Chester farm and struck 
a cornfield in Ross Township belonging to a 
newly arrived Swedish farmer. He saw his 
corn patch desolated, took his 20 cents a rod 
and said never a word. r 

Services of a Lawyer Required. 

The pipe line was drawing near Chicago, 
and the people from whom the right of way 
was to be purchased were getting a wee bit 
sharp, and so the services of a lawyer were 
called into play. Asa Bullock of Hobart was 
asked to undertake the purchase ofthe ground 
to the 100-mile point just northwest of Tolles- 
ton, in Lake County. He captured the right 
of way thus far without difficulty, but just 
about the time he was settling up accounts 
for his services with the Columbia Construc- 
tion company, there came a rumor to him 
that natural gas was showing itself at Hobart, 
at a point between Lake and Porter Counties. 
Instantly he turned his energies and capital 
in that direction, and in connection with J. 
Foster Rhodes and E. W. Gillette of Chicago 
he hopes to make a strong competitive combi- 
nation against the Standard Oil company and 
the Chicago Gas Trust, Mr. Bullock says 
that in the newly discovered field the gas has 
pressure enough to raise 175 feet of water in 
a single well. 

Be this opposition as it may, it is certain 
that pipes for natural gas have been laid by 
the big company through the corn-field of the 
Swede already named to a point two and one- 
half miles west of Liverpool, where the Calu- 
met marsh lies, and thence to an equal dis- 
tance in the same direction from Tolleston.

SHOT HIS WIFE AND MOTHER-IN-LAW. 


Edward Reiniger of Milwaukee Tries to 
Commit a Double Murder, 

Mriuwavxzg, Wis., Sept. 7.—[Special. ]—Ed- 
ward Reiniger shot his wife and then his moth- 
er-in-law this afternoon, and tonight he is lead- 
ing several officers a lively chase through the 
country. Some time ago Mrs. Reiniger left her 
husband on account of cruel treatment and 
went to live with her mother, Mrs. Ramer, in 
the Town of Wauwatosa, near the Grand av- 
enue viaduct. While sitting in front of the 
house this afternoon with her mother and 
brother Mrs. Reiniger was accosted by her 
husband, who asked her. to return to live 
with him.’ She. refused. Without any 
warning Reiniger emptied his revolver, 
firing first at his wife until she 
lay prostrate onthe porch and then at his 
mother-in-law. Mrs. Reiniger received two 
bullets in the back of the neck and one in her 
left arm, while her mother received one under 


the left eye and another through her left 


cheek. Physicians succeeded in removing all 
of the bullets, and both the victims will prob- 
ably recover. After the shooting Reiniger 
jumped into a buggy and started into the 
country, followed soon after by a force of 
officers, who were close behind him at Elm 
Grove tonight, and were confident of arrest- 
ing him before morning. Reiniger is a 
teamster 34 years of age. 


ANOTHER RAILROAD WRECK AT ALBANY. 


Two Freight-Trains Collided on the Upper 
3 Bridge Yesterday. 
Atzany, N. T., Sept. 7.— Another wreck oc- 
curred on the upper bridge this forenoon. A 
freight train was coming over the bridge from 


the east when another started east on the other 


end. The signals displayed to the engineer of 
the second train were wrong and a misplaced 
switch let it run upon the west-bound track. 
The locomotives crashed into each other at a 
point near the western end of the bridge. The 
engines were damaged and three freight-cars 
were derailed and broken and their contents

GEN. b. K. HASTINGS WORKING HARD 
A WASHINGTON. 


Senators, Congressmen, and World’s Fair 
Commissioners Appreoached in the Penn- 
sylvanian’s Interest Reasons Advanced 
for His Appointment—No Doubt of 
European Patronage—The Professional 
Achievements of Messrs, Burnham, Root, 
Olmsted, and Gottlieb. | 

Gen. Hastings of Pennsylvania seems to be 
looming up wonderfully for the Director- 
Generalship of the World’s Columbian Expo- 
sition. One reason for it is a general belief 
that the National Commission will not give 
the office to a Chicago man. This sentiment 
was voiced once or twice when the National 
Commissio m was here before. The reason 
given for it is not that a8 good material can- 
not be found in Chicago as anywhere else, but 
that it would make the Fair appear local 
rather than National in its character. Here 
it is that Gen. Hastings’ chances come to the 
front, and it is said that he has 
made the most of them. His advo- 
cates have been working in a way 
that is apt to secure his appointment. The 
work has been done in Washington among the 
Senators, and it is more than probable that 
many of the National Commissioners will 
come here with letters advocating the selection 
of Gen. Hastings. 

As for the site question, Jackson Park seems 
to be far in the ascendency. Land enough 
has been offered for the whole Fair, and if it 
can be filled in for anything like what is 
claimed, the directors will make no change in 
the site offered, unless it be to throw out the 
Lake-Front entirely. It is more than prob- 
able that this will be done for the reasons 
given in Tun Trisunz yesterday. 

“ The addition of the improved portion of 
Jackson Park, said one of the directors, 
„makes it much more acceptable than it was 
before, and if it can be prepared for a reason- 
able sum there is every reason to believe that 
the Fair will be held on the site originally 
tendered with the elimination of 
the Lake-Front. Or it may be that a 
conditional tender of the Lake-Front 
will be made, the directors reserv- 
ing the right to use any portion or none 
of it, as may be deemed advisable. Such a 
tender as that could be made before the com- 
mission acts, whereas it would be impossible 
to make an unconditional tender until the Na- 
tional body has acted. 

IT am inclined to think, however, that the 
majority of the directors have not much faith 
in the Illinois. Central’s propositions. The 
course the road has pursued up to the present 
time has not been one to inspire faith. It 
hasn’t shown any desire to aid the. Fair any 
more than was necessary in self-in *

TO VOTE ON THE TARIFF BILL. 


The Matter Likely to Be Disposed Of by the 
(Middle of the Week. 

Wasuineron, D. C., Sept. 7.—[Special.]— 
The voting on the Tariff bill is likely to be 
through with by the middle of the week, It 
will go to the House changed in many points 
and mostly in the line of lower duties, but the 
main provisions, like the tin plate duty, will 
not be altered. Of thé new matter grafted on 
the bill, the reciprocity amendment will be 
the most important. Great interest attaches 
to the selection of the couferrees. The con- 
ference cominittee will have a tremendous 
power in shaping legislation, for it 
is not likely that the Senate or House 
will rej the conference — — 
Usually three conferrees are appoin on 
behalf of each branch of Congress. The in- 
side influence is against enlarging this num- 
ber on the Tariff bill, claiming that the larger 
the conference committee the longer will be 
the time taken in reaching an agreement. 
This is quite true, but having waited nine 
mouths for a Tariff bill the country cam prob- 
ably stdnd an extra week’s delay. With the 
larger number of conferrees the danger of 
secret legislation is lessened. If the number 
is limited to three for each body the Senate 
conferrees will be Aldrich, Allison, and Har- 
ris. Because of the leading part Senator 
Carlisle has taken in the debate it is assumed 
in some quarters that he will be the Democratic 
member. But Senator Harris is the senior Dem- 
ocrat on the Finance Committee, and is not 
expected to give way to a junior. John 
Sherman wants to take part in the conference 
and he may insist that the number of con- 
ferrees be five. In that event it is not at all 
certain that Senator McPherson would be 
willing to step aside for Carlisle, as the New 
Jersey Senator is something of a tariff 1 9 
himself.

WHISKERS LEAD TO BLOODSHED, 


A Drunken Gang May Cause the Death of 
Jacob Siff. 

A gang of rowdies who had been drinking 
stopped yesterday afternoon in front of 
Bernard Cohn’s grocery store at No. 491 
Union street, and one of them, grabbing Mr. 
Cohn’s beard, gave it a pull, accompanying 
the act with an insulting remark. 

Jacob Siff, a butcher livmg at No. 15

The difference between the past and pres- 
ent, so said the preacher, was the universality 
of thought. The millions are thinkmg. In 
the new light old beliefs are fading and new 
and unhoped-for truths are being seen. So 
radical are the changes that no teacher can 
afford to.ignore them. 

In a newer sense our modern thinkers are 
realizing the need of what the text calls 
‘sound doctrine, continued the preacher, 
The Catholic and the orthodox Protestant 
churches have kept doctrine to the fore and 
have not stinted persecution to enforce it, not 
from a conception of the vital relation of 
truth to the mind and heart of man, but from 
the conception of man as a being to be 
wrought upon by a power from without.” . 

Dr. Thomas showed that this theory was 
but a corollary from the old theory of the 
mechanical creation of the world, made from 
without and governed by an outside deity. 
Hence, also the new theory that God needed 
to be 4 with sacrifices even to the 
death of his own son to satisfy the claims of 
his own justice. On such a logy as this 
it is easy to see why heresy has been a heinous 
sin. Its punishment by expulsion. and death 
was but to preserve the authority of an exter- 
nal organization and to administer the forms of 
a mechanical and forensic religion. The ear- 
penter theory of God is dying out now and 
nature is being seen to be an organism full of 
life that was born, became, and is still be- 
coming. From this new standpoint. what is 
“sound doctrine’’? Healthful doctrine” 
the Revised Version reads. Wholesome 
teaching. The new 
giving anew meaning to the nature and dig- 
nity of man as a child of God, as at center a 
spirit and in the image of God, and hence 


capable of sharing in the thoughts and feelings | | 


of God. It sees man as immortal now; it sees 
the race as a great brotherhood; it sees sin. 
not as an entity but as a passing plan or in- 
cident ;-it sees God as all and in all, Christ as 
the fullness of God revealed to man and in 
man, and it takes redemption out of the cold 
categories and forensic forms of a hard legal 
substitution and finds its meaning in the 
love of God and the outgoings of 
and sufferings of love to save. 

The preacher showed that the old faiths 
were largely due to the despotism and slavery 
of the old governments. Man was a ma- 
chine to be managed from without, and hence 
the reins must be held tightly. The civiliza- 
tions of such governments have perished, and 
in their ste institutions have sprung u 
founded upon the principles of liberty abd 
trusti in the ability of men to govern 
themselves. It is not strange that people have 
revolted against tyranny and dogma simulta- 
neously. 

The new faith does not need that the sun 
should stand still or a whale should swallow a 
man to prove that it is true. It does not en- 
force its support by the fagot or the rack. It 
is a vital truth and its authority is in the rea- 
son and conscience of man.“

BISHOP M’LAREN’S LECTURE, 


Origin of the “Oxford Movement” Out- 
lined at the Cathedral. 

Bishop McLaren delivered his first lecture 
yesterday on the Oxford Movement at the 
Cathedral. 

“From every point of view,” said the 
Bishop, “ whether sympathetic, hostile, or in- 
different, the Catholic revival will appear 
upon the pages of history as the distinguish- 
ing religious movement of the nineteenth 
century, great in itself and great in relation to 
its environment. It arose in the midst of one 
of those ever-recurring periods when 
naturalistic forces rise in rebellion 

ainst the supernatural character 
of the Christian church and creed. 
The present student of this movement pos- 
sesses many advan as compared with 
those which existed while it was yet in its 
adolescence. We behold it in its maturity 
and can apply to it the law of perspective, seeing 
its present status in relation to the process of 
its development. It is now no longer the 
dream of a few. dawning upon their minds in 
dim and mysterious light. It is the inspira- 
tion of millions. Nursed in the cloister of a 
university as an esoteric devotion to ancient 
truths, it has passed out into the common life 
of the church, and influenced, if not molded, 
it beyond the powers of figures to 3 or 
of words to describe. We may now the 
tree by its fruits.“ *

Just as Blaine's plan for 
the continuance of the sugar duties and the re- 
imposition of those on coffee, hides, etc., will 
spuron Pan-American nations to make im- 
portant concessions, so will these higher duties 
on every Canadian product cause the people 
of the Dominion to yearn for the removal of 
the double barriers that separate similar 
communities from trading with each other. 

It might as well be understood, however, at 
the outset that the reciprocity to which the 
United States will consent must be a broad 
one. It must include the products 
of the field, the factory, the forest, 
the mine, and the fisheries. If the 
Commissioners whom the Dominion Govern- 
ment may appoint are not authorized to deal 
with the American Commissioners on these un- 
restricted reciprocity terms the latter will re- 
port to the President, and he to Congress, 
which will reject any narrowscheme. The 
drift of sentiment in Canada seems to be in 
favér of full reciprocity. The almost prohibi- 
tory duties of the McKinley bill will intensify 
it, and the Liberals of Canada will be putin a 
position where they can make a winning fight 
on the popular issue of full, free, fair trade 
with the States.“ Senator Sherman will have 
done them a great service if he carries through 
his resolution.

FUEL VALUE OF NATURAL GAS. | 
The experienca of consumers in Toledo, De- 
troit, Indianapolis, and other places supplied 
with natural gas from the territory of Ohio 
and Indiana is that 20,000 cubic feet ig about 


equal to one ton of coal for steam generating 


purposes. Early analyses of the product were 
announced to show that 16,000 feet or even a 
little less than that was the equivalent of a 
ton, but probably few if any consumers have 
realized this value for steam-making. They 
may reckon on it for some other purposes, as 
for cooking and the warming of dwellings, be- 
cause of the saving it offers in controlling the 
supply, as the gas may be turned on and off 
at a moment’s notice, while a coal fire must be 
allowed to burn some time both before and 
after its heat is actually available as given off 
in the stove or furnace. 

Hence if the price charged for the gas be 
multiplied into 20it gives, nearly enough for 
most practical purposes, its fuel cost as com- 
pared with that of good coal. Twenty times 
50 cents equals $10, which is therefore the cost 
of as much heat as is obtained from the ton of 
coal, 25 cents gives $5, and 10 cents per 1,000 
feet would be as cheap as coal at $2 per ton, 
other things being equal, Neglecting these 
for the moment, as of subsidiary though not 
small importance, it may be concluded that if 
50 cents be insisted on for the gas, in case it 
be offered to the people of this city, it would 
be usei by the comparatively few. At 60 
cents the number would be still less, and 
at 75 cents the article would be 80 
dear as to belong to the museum 
class of curiosities, though not capable 
of being exhibited in a glass case to the gaze 
of the curious. At 40 it would attract a fair 
share of patronage, chiefly for the kitchen 
stove and the sitting-room and parlor, but even 
then only among the more wealthy members 
of the community. At 25 it would come 80 
actively into competition with hard coal as to 
take the place of most or a large part of the 
1,200,000 tons of antharcite annually consumed 
here. Still it could not then compete with the 
soft coal which is almost exclusively used for 
the production of steam. For that it would 
need to be reduced to 12 or at most 15 cents 
per 1,000 feet, the latter being the equivalent 
of $2 coal only in case the gas be fed so 
carefully that not a foot of it is wasted, which 
is a result exceedingly difficult to insure, 

It is much to be desired that the citizens of 
Chicago be supplied with natural gas if it can 
be successfully pumped hither from the In- 
diana fields, ot which there is grave doubt in 
spite of assurances to the contrary. It is es- 
pecially desirable that the millions of visitors 
to the World’s Columbian Exhibition should 
be able to walk and drive through our streets 
without encountering coal carts, having their 
eyes filled by winds blowing over the ash 
heaps in the alleys, and their visions obscured 
by clouds of coal smoke in the sky. But un- 
less it were supplied cheaply these nuisances 
of the present would not be sensibly dimin- 
ished. Dear gas would at best substitute only 
a portion of the hard-coal consumption which 
furnishes the smallest amount of ash and 
visible smoke. The soft coal would be used on 
a larger scale than ever, and be productive of 
more annoyance than now, since all the man- 
ufacturing industries of the city will be awak- 
ened to the fullest possible measure of activity 
while the Exhibition isin progress. A great 
many of the people would like to know what 
probability there is of their being able to de- 
rive real benefit from the use of natural gas in 
case it be brought here, and a little informa- 
tion on that head might have a great deal to 
do in settling the question now pending. If 
the piping of the gas through our streets would 
give only a big profit to the men controlling 
the supply, with no corresponding advantage 
to the community, there will be no use in 
granting the privilege. Far better would it be 
in that case to hold the matter open for some 
one else who might be willing to accept a fair 
compensation for rendering a real service to 
the people. 


UNION PACIFIC CORMORANTS. 

The latest published statement of the in- 
debtedness of the United States shows the 
following items for the Union Pacific railroad 
and those of its branches which received the 
full benefit of the act under which was con- 
structed the first road across the continent: 
Principal outstanding, $39,738,392; interest 
accrued and not paid, $387,374; balance of in- 
terest paid by the United States, after deduc- 
tion for transportation service and cash pay- 
ment of 5 per cent of net earnings, $34,716,219, 
the latter item being about 874 per cent of 
the principal. The latest issue of Poor's 
Manual shows that in the last seven years the 
net earnings of the entire Union Pacific sys- 
tem foot up a total of $74,426,450, or 
only $26,000 less than the sum of 
the principal and unpaid interest. The 
operating “expenses for the entire term 
have averaged only five-eighths, or 62 per cent, 
of the gross income, showing that these lines 
haye prospered fully as well as any of the 
roads not favored by Government subsidy and 
by a convenient arrangement under which 
nearly all of the said net earnings are divided 
among stockholders while the road is heavily 
indebted for interest to the Government. The 
annual report for the year ending with last 
June—1890—shows even more favorable condi- 
tions. The gross receipts were $22,610,502 and 
the net earnings $9,521,366, the latter being a 
little more than 42 per cent of the operating 
expenses. The managers paid dividends 
amounting to $1,112,732 and have nearly an- 
other $1,000,000 of surplus reserved for the 
payment of future dividends, part of which 
will be disbursed in October, 1890, 

Yet these people have the hardihood to come 
before Congress with a plea for the refunding 
of their total liabilities for a further long term 
of years, two or three generations, on a 3 
per cent basis, when double that is the rate 
business-men have to pay for the use of money 


in large or small sums. During fully two 


thirds of the thirty years originally agreed 
upon they have been enjoying a revenue on 
stock which is about as near to being 


pure water as can be conceivéd of, the 


payment on the same having been but 2 per 
cent. All the rest of the building and equip- 
ment was paid for by the issue of bonds, half 
of which are second mortgage Government 
bonds. The amount of stock outstanding be- 
ing $60,868,000, it follows that with only 2 per 
cent of it paid in $59,650,000 of it is held by 
mo other right than that of unadulterated 
cheek. If the stockholders would pay up that 
amount, which they have held for a quarter of 


a century and drawn dividends on it most of | 
the time, it would meet the whole of the in-

the face of this indebtedness the company goes 
on making regular dividends on its watered 
stock, and Congress does not raise a finger to 
reform such management of this coddled con- 
cern, but is quietly being hypnotized or bood- 
led by a lobby to extend the indebtedness half 
a century at 3 per cent! 


WHY MONEY WAS SCARCE. 

It is now evident that the pressure for money 
at the East the third week in August was not 
so much due to the demand for currency with 
which to move the crops as to a rush by im- 
porters of foreign goods to take advantage of 
the McKinley bill before its passage. Antici- 
pating a large rise in prices they piled in their 
orders for woolens, linens, cutlery, tin, and 
other goods to be affected by the proposed 
heavy increase in the tax on consumers, want- 
ed the money to pay for them to send abroad, 
and partly flooded the Treasury with the funds 
required to meet the duties on the prop- 
erty. In consequence of this importing activ- 
ity the balance of trade for July and August 
was against us to the extent of some $45,000,- 
000, in spite of the fact that the for- 
eigners had to pay much higher prices for the 
flour, grain, and most other articles of prod- 
uce they received from us in that time. The 
movement of the crops has not been suffi- 
ciently large to cause undue stringency, though 
it is true more money was required to hold 
them while in transit to the seaboard, The 


trouble lay with tlie importers, and mostly. 


those of New York City, which cried out 80 
loudly about the drain being from the West. 
The exodus of gold to Europe on these trans- 
actions would have been much greater. but for 
the fact that our payments were partly made 
in the shape of industrial and other securi- 
ties, which have been freely purchased by 
English capitalists since the close of last 
winter. 4 

The importing free-trade speculators on the 
outcome of National legislation, having filled 
themselves up as full as they dared to go, are 
now moving heaven and earth in the endeavor 
to secure the quick passage of the bill. They 
are lobbying around Washington, and trying to 
stir up an artificial excitement among politi- 
cians East and West that will insure the McKin- 
ley bill becoming a law. If they should fail 
in the effort the country would possibly see 
some of those goods that are still in bond sent 
back for resale in the countries where they 
were purchased, This would make a demor. 
alized showing for our foreign commerce of 
some month or months in the near future, but 
the result would be no worse than that certain 
to follow the signature of the bill by 
the President. No one expects that a wider 
consumption would mark the advance in 
prices. On the contrary the mass of consum- 
ers would feel obliged to restrict the amount of 
their purchases. Then the unusually large 
stocks would weigh so heavily as to discourage 
importations for perhaps several months, and 
materially lessen, if it did not extinguish, the 
Treasury surplus which has been so long 
counted on for the end of the current fiscal 
year, The farmer and the mechanic, the la- 
borer and the clerk, and the wage classes gen- 
erally would have to pay higher figures for 
the goods, and the National Treasury be rela- 
tively depleted, while the profits of the opera- 
tion go into the pockets of a few speculative 
importers, the wages of the operatives who 
produce like goods in this country not being 
increased a single cent by the change. 

The crowning feature of the arrangement is 
the fact that these profits will be reaped most- 
ly by a class. of free-trade Democrats at the 
seaboard, whose votés and voices and cash are 


given in support of the free-trade platform as 


enunciated by Grover Cleveland, while they 
seize the opportunity to increase their riches 
by taking advantage of a perverted expression 
of the true Republican doctrine of moderate 
protection. 


RESPONSIBILITY OF CABLE ROADS, 

The tendency of the public to jump upon 
corporations engaged in the transportation of 
people and to hold them mercilessly responsi- 
ble for loss of life and injury to person is well- 
nigh universal. So universal indeed and in- 
discriminate is this condemnation it hardly 
can be accounted for except upon the absurd 
theory of people that corporations not only 
have no souls but no hearts, and construct 
their systems of transit for the purpose of kill- 
ing and maiming their customers. It never 
seems to occur to these injudicious critics that 
it is not in the interests of a cable road, for 
instance, to invite accidents by negligence, 
since such accidents are very expensive to 
the road and expose it to swingeing damages 
at the hands of juries, who nearly always are 
prejudiced against corporations. There is no 
corporation which does not desire to have its 
service free from accidents and which does 
not take precautions for that purpose, such as 
improved methods of running its trains and 
the employment of careful and judicious con- 
ductors and drivers, It is hopeless to expect 
complete immunity from accidents, but un- 
questionably it is the intention of every 
corporation to minimize the dangers on its: 
road, Fi 

This intention may not be carried out al- 
ways in the inception of anew cable line. 
The Cottage Grove and State street lines, per- 
fect as they now are in their operation, had 
almost daily accidents when first they were 
started. In these cases, as in every other, 
there was one source of danger which no cor- 
poration can guard against, and that is human 
carelessness and stupidity. If these character- 
istics could be dispelled by legislation acci- 
dents on cable lines would be compara- 
tively unknown, The carelessness dis- 
played by people in getting on and off 
cars while in motion and in getting on and, 
off cars in close proximity to cars approach- 
ing from the other direction, by teamsters and 
drivers of buggies and carriages crossing the 
track in front of grips, by newsboys and 
urchins who are allowed to swarm all over the 
sides of the cars and who cannot be driven off 
because they would be liable to accident, in 
which case the conductor would be held re- 
sponsible—the carelessness of these and others 
is so constant and insensate that it is only a 
wonder scores of persons are not maimed 
or killed every day. There can be no ques- 
tion that human recklessness and want of 
ordinary good sense are the causes of nine- 
tenths of the accidents which occur on the 
cable roads, ) 

The great problem, therefore, for the mana- 
gers to consider is how to guard against the 
results of carelessness, If their conductors or 
gripmen are careless, they can be discharged 
and should be promptly, but the passengers 
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methods. They will find that it employs asome- 
what higher grade of intelligence and skill; 
that it maintains a discipline and at thesame 


time a good feeling among its employés which 


tend to heighten their efficiency; that it pays 
special regard to cleanliness and the exigencies 
of the weather; that its rolling stock is partic- 
ularly convenient and comfortable; that its 
conductors keep a vigilant watch on passen- 
gers to prevent their exposure to danger; and 
that in the way of grip bells, axle bells, plat- 
form gates, wheel guards, carefulness at street 
crossings and in the passage of trains by each 
other, as well as in other precautionary 
methods, the South Side corporation, 
by the help of long experience, 
has minimized danger on its line to such a de- 
gree that accidents rarely occur. As we have 
said, it is absurd to assume that corporations 
do not care about accidents. It is for their 
interest to reduce their own dangers, and the 
larger part of the risk, which grows out of 
human carelessness, they must guard against 
to the best of their ability; at least they should 
not be condemned for the recklessness of 
their passengers. They may be held respon- 
sible for their own. | 


CHEAPER GOODS AND LOW WAGES. 

Congressman Frank Lawyer is trying to 
ride two horses. It is not easy under ordi- 
nary circumstances, and when, as now, the 
horses are going in different directions, it is a 
task of great difficulty. 

In his speech Labor-Day he came out in 
favor of the eight-hour day for everybody but 
the women. The poor hired girls and sewing 
girls may toil for ten or twelve hours and 
need expect no assistance from office-seeking 
Frank. Such good things as a shorter work- 
ing day are not for those who have no votes. 

Lawler is telling the workingmen, also, that 
they need cheap goods, and that they can 
have them if they will upset the protective 
system and let in free of duty the cheaper 
products of the Old World—cheaper because 
the labor which made them is not half as well 
paid as it is here. 

An eight-hour day is a good thing for those 
who can afford it. Many of the Chicago 
building trades, which are not exposed as yet 
to foreign competition in any shape, have se- 
cured it and are enjoying it. So, too, are 
cheap goods a good thing from one stand- 
point. Who would not rather pay 50 cents for 
an article than a dollar, as an abstract propo- 
sition? But can the Chicago workingman 
have both at the same time? No. To get one 
he must surrender the other. As he cannot 
get both, then Mr. Lawler is misleading him— 
is telling him he can. both eat his cake and 
have it. The workman can have goods at 
European prices by working for European 
wages, not otherwise. 

If Lawler induces’ the workingmen to vote 
the Democratic free trade ticket, and that 
party succeeds and is able to ‘reciprocate 
with Great Britain —to throw open Ameri- 
can ports to cheap foreign goods—the home 


manufacturer will have to turn out gaods as |. 


cheap as the British mills. To do that a 
manufacturer must force down the wages of 
his workmen to the British scale or shut up 
his mill. To cut down wages te that level 
would disarrange everything. It would mean 
a change in the whole style of living. There 
would have to be pinching economy-and prac- 
tice of parsimony in every detail of living to 


the utmost degree. Those who come here 


from Europe know just how the change Law- 
ler advocates would affect them. 

But what would become in such a contin- 
gency of the eight-hour day? If the working- 


man insisted on that his wages would be cut a 


half or more. If he gave it up and went back 
to the old-time ten hours.the wages would still 
have to be fully one-third less. 

Lawler should explain these matters now, 
and not wait till the mischief is done. When 
he tells his hearers what good things short 
hours and cheap goods are he should tell them 
that if they get the one they will have to give 
up the other, and that cheap» goods can only 
be had by cheap wages and long hours.

Automatic 
boxes giving receipts for shillings and florins 
have already been placed in many of the rail- 
road stations, and ministers of religion have 
been invited to make collections. Hitherto 
these appeals have evoked but little response 
on the part of the labor unions. The British 
ublic at large cannot forget that this Austra- 
an struggle has been provoked by men with 
short hours earning much larger wages than 
laborers of any other partof the world. 

he real issue of the contest is whether the 
capitalists shall employ only unionist work- 
men. This graye question also threatens the 
employers in En d. Consequently there is 
no general or wi read sympathy in favur 
ofthe Australian demand. On the contrary, 
the Australian struggle and the attitude of the 
British unions have given great og one to that 
development to which I referred week in 
favor of establishing a combination of capital- 


ists. 

This week’s meeting of the Ship-Owners’

Re- 
ports from all but two counties show that of 
the total area of corn only 56.4 per cent is 
worth harvesting, and the average yield per 
acre is only sixteen bushels, making the total 
yield about 50,000,000 bushels.
